New York, Nov. 24.—[Special.]—An- 
nouncement was madé today of a gift 
py John D. Rockefeller in memory of 
bis late wife of $63,763,357 for the 
nenefit of charities and public institu- 
dons, chiefly or largely benefiting wom- 
en and children. 

This sum is set apart for the support 
of the particular organizations which 
haf the support of Mrs. Rockefeller 
during her lifetime and for other reli- 
gious anf philanthropic institutions o 
dimilar character. 

Of the total endowment $8,010,721 
nes already been appropriated to twen- 
ty-two institutions, so that something 
more than $56,000,000 remains in the 


‘May Cut Into Principal. 

Gifts are not restricted to the income 
of the fund but may be made from the 
capital as well. 

The fund is being administered by 
the Leura Spellman Rockefeller memo- 
rial, shartered in this state and named 
in honor of the late Mrs. Rockefeller, 
who died in 1915. 

The total benefactions of Mr. Rocke- 
feller Bave never been made known. 
Befére the industrial relations commit- 
ioe on Jan. 25, 1915, John D. Rockefel- 
lag Jr. sald that the closest “ guess” 
he could make as to the total of his fa- 
ther’s gifts was $250,000,000.

His big gifts since then bring the 
total to $475,000,000, according to the 
following table:

tory; the next being Andrew Carnegie, 
Whose philanthropies ran into about 
$850,000,000. 

No Religious Retrictions: 

When the statement of the new en- 
dowments was made public today it 
Was said there was no religious limi- 
tations of any kind on the endowment. 

A statement issued by John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., gives details of the 
latest gifts, listed as follows:

Combining their forces for the first 

time, federal and state authorities yes- 

terday dealt the most decisive blow yet 

delivered against the illicit booze traf- 

fic in Chicago. 

The long impending offensive against 

the booze ring burst in Judge Landis’ 

court with a suddenness that left cab- 

aret owners and saloonkeepers 

wildered and dizzy.

Panic prevailed last night in the 

cabarets, saloons, and even in certain 

police circles, while federal agents con- 

tinued the raids collecting the evidence 

which, they say, will “lock the doors 

of every law breaking saloon in Chi-. 
cago before Christmas.” 

Thirty Indictments Returned. 
There were three important initial 

steps in launching the drive: 

Thirty indictments were re- 
turned before Judge Landis in the 
$200,000 “ Mike de Pike” Heitler 
booze conspiracy, naming Heitler, 
five police officers, distillers, sa- 
loonkeepers, runners, and railroad 
detectives. 

Attorney General Brundage, act- 
ing under the abatement clause of 
the Volstead act, applied to Judge 
Landis for injunctions closing 
seventy-two saloons throughout 
the city and suburbs for the pe- 
riod of a year. : 
“Judge Landis granted District 
‘Attorney Clyne injunctions closing 
eight of the most notorious cab- 
arets in the city, including the Mc- 
Gevern Brothers’ Liberty Inn in 
North Clark street and the Enter- 
tainers® café, a “black and tan” 
resort. in East Thirty-fifth street. 


Hits at Bigger Gardens. 

The proprietors of these places will 
be served with notices to close tomor- 
row. District Attorney Clyne gave 
notice that similar injunctions will be 
sought against the Hotel Randolph 
café, Rainbo Gardens, Campbell Gar- 
dens, the Pekin Inn, and about thirty 
other cabarets against which evidence 
has been obtained. | 

The carrying into Chicago of Attor- 
ney General Brundage's “ abatement 
crusade,” through which he has 
cleaned up cities downstate, came 
as a complete surprise to the saloon- 
keepers. It disclosed for the first time 
that for the last two months his men 
have been codperating with federal 
prohibition agents in collecting a mass 
of evidence against booze violators. 

Judge Landis, busy with the Heitler 
indictments and the Clyne injunctions, 
announced he would be unable to hear 
the Brundage cases until tomorrow 
morning. He indicated they will be 
granted immediately upon presentation 


Rush Heitler Cases. 

Consternation prevailed when it was 
learned the Heitler indictments had 
been returned and that the cases would 
be rushed to a speedy trial. before 
Judge Landis early in December. Judge 
Landis’ custom of issuing bench war- 
rants for persons mentioned in testi- 
mony and getting at the bottom of 
things caused policemen whose names 
have been linked with the booze con- 
spiracy to worry. The declaration of 
federal agents that several police cap- 
tains and other “higher ups” in the 
department will be hit by disclosures at. 
the coming. trials served to add to their 
worries. 

The indictments in the Heitler case 
charge the defendants with entering 
into a conspiracy to transport 1,000 
cases of whisky illegally from Louis- 
ville, Ky., to Chicago on Oct. 19. Chief 
Garrity at first took charge of the in- 
vestigation, then turned it over to 
First Deputy Alcock, and finally placed 
the whole inquiry in the hands of the 
federal authorities. More than 100 
witnesses—wealthy distillers, cabaret 
owners, policemen, and petty booze 
runners—have told their stories to the 
grand jury.

Both 
these organizations have enlisted the 
services of former active workers of 
the Anti-Saloon league, which blazed a 
way for the prohibition amendment. 

More Radical Measures? 

Still more radical measures are to be 
pressed upon congress and the legis- 
latures by an organization known as 
the Lord’s Day alliance, a church or- 
ganization, which seeks to prohibit 
Sunday operation of automobiles, golf 
playing, railroad transportation, and 
all forms of amusement. 1 

Senator Jones of Washington is plan- 
ning to introduce a Sunday observance 
bill for the District of Columbia when 
congress reconvenes, and a similar bill 
will be proposed in the house by Repre- 
sentative Temple of Pennsylvania, who 
is a preacher. 

The Rev. E. C.. Dinwiddie, former 
legislative agent of the Anti-Saloon 
league, with headquarters in Washing- 
ton, is now devoting his time to prepa- 
ration of a Sunday blue law’ cam- 
paign for the United Lutheran church. 


South to Feel It First. 


“The south,” he said today, “ which 
has a pure American population, 
which has not even begun to be 
Europeanized, will naturally be in 
the front rank in this 
ment.

Dr. George Schreiber, clerical, bit- 
terly attacking the report, said: 

“We must say to the Americans that 
humanity demands that they remove 
the main body of their troops from the 
left bank of the Rhine. We want the 
American people to know that all this 
charitable work, such as the Quakers 
and. other organizations are doing, is 
useless so long as we are being bled to

I have come to the 
‘conclusion that the cause of this disease 
is the lake water and ask your opinion 
as to the correctness of that belief. What 
is lacking in lake water which causes a 
swelling of the thyroid gland, or what is 
contained in this water baa ta causes this 
effect ?

But it abounds in 
communities that dc not drink snow water.

E practice of making butter in 
small amounts for home use has 
been decreasing during the last 
few decades, but with butter 
now selling around 75 and 80 cents a 
pound the family churn will no doubt 
be drafted into service again. : 

Butter may be made for home use in 
a comparatively simple way. Regard- 
less of how simple the rules are the 
finished product is frequently of poor 
flavor and quality because some of the 
common, yet essential, principles of 
caring for the cream, churning, and 
working the butter have not been ob- 
served. 

In order to make good buttér start 
by caring for the milk properly as soon 
as it is drawn. ‘Strain it.into earthen- 
ware crocks or shallow pans that have 
been scalded, and then set in a cool 


odors being absorbed. Leave for about 
thirty-six hours’ before skimming. 
After skimming allow the cream to 
sour or ripen, but not to become over- 
ripe if good butter is to be produced. 

Keep the cream at a temperature of 
52 to 66 degrees Fahrenheit for two 
hours before churning. Good cream 
will produce three pounds of butter to 
the gallon. 

Clean, scald, and cool the churn, 
‘and pour the cream into it through a 
strainer to break up lumps, to remove 
curd particles, and foreign matter. 
Fill the churn about one-third full. In 
the winter butter coloring matter is 
usually added, twenty to thirty drops 
to each gallon of cream. 

After agitating the cream for a half 
minute open the churn and allow the 
gas to escape and repeat this two or 
three times. Continue churning, kéep- 
ing the cream at a temperature of 
about 60 degrees Fahrenheit, until 
granules of butter form the size of 
wheat grains. Draw off the 
milk and pour water, about the tem- 
perature of the buttermilk, over the 
butter and agitate rapidly for a few. 
seconds. Work the butter thoroughly, 
adding about three-quarters of an 
ounce of salt to each pound of butter. 
Vary the amount of salt to suit taste,
